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People, who have many of them of late been too eafily ſhifted by the fatious Endeavour: of ſont 
turbulent Spirits : For Example , we baving judged it nece{ſary to declare War againſt tht 
Wates of Holland, during a Receſs of Parliament, which we couldnot defer longer, witho 
loſing an advantage which then preſented. it ſelf, nor have done ſooner, without expoſing our His 
mauy to 4 potent Enemy, without due preparation, we thought it prudent to unite all our Subjefty 
at hymp , and did believe 4 general Indulgence of tender Conſciences the moſt proper Expedigtt 
a0 effett it;, and therefore did by our Authority «n Eccleſiaſticks , which we thought ſufficient ti 
warrant what we did ſuſpend Penal Lams againſt Diſſenters in Religion, upon Conditions expreſs 
{ed in our Declaration, out of reaſon of State, as well as to gratifie our own Nature, which al- 
ways we confeſs abhorred rigour,. eſpecially in Religion, when tenderngſy might be as uſeful. After © 
we bad engezed in the War, we Prorogued our Parlzament from April :o Oftober, being con-' 
fident we ſhould be able by that time to ſhew our People ſuch Succeſs of our Arms, as ſhould maks 
item chearfully contribute to eur Charge. At October we could have ſhewn them Succeſ; even be- 
youd our own hopes, or what they could posfibly expeft, Our Enemies. having loſt hy that time,near 
190 ſtrong Towns and Forts, taken in effet by us, we bolding them buſy at Sea, whilft Our Ale 
lies poſſeſt themſelves of their Lands with- little or no reſiſtance ; and of which the great advan- 
tage would moſt viſibly have been ours, had not the Feuds we now complain of, which bave beew 
fmce unhappily ſtarted, and fattiouſly improved, diſunited our People , diſtrafted our Councels, 
and render'd our late Endeavours vain and fruitleſs ;” ſo that we had no reaſon to doubt of our Pev- 
les ready and liberal concurrence to Our arſiſtance in that Conjunure: Yet O'w _ Enemies pro 
Poſing to us at that time a Treaty for Peace , which we were always ready to accept upm Hoe 
2» nourable Terms , and conſidering with Onr ſelf, that in caſe, that Treaty ſuccteded, a far leſs Sum 
4) of Money would ſerve our Occafions, than otherwiſe would be neceſſary ; we out of Our tender re« 
| gard to the eaſe of Our People, prorogued our Parliament again to February,to attend the Succeſi 
of our Treaty, rather than to demand ſo much Money in Otober. as would be fit to carry on the 
War. But ae ſoon finding our Enemies did nov intend us any ſuch juſt Satizfattion , ſaw a nes 
ces/ity of proſecuting the W# , which we deſigned to do moſt vigorouſh ; and in order to it reſal- 
ved to preſs our Parliament to ſupply s 41 ſpeedily as may be , to enable us to, put our Fleet te 
\ Sea early in the Spring , which would after t heir Meeting grow on apace , and being informed, 
that many Members were dead,during the long Receſs, we »ſſued out cur Writs for new Eleftions,, 
; that our Houſe of Commons might be full at the faſt opening of the Sefions, to prevent any 
| delay in our public Aﬀairs , or d:ſlike-in our People , ' as might po;ſibly have riſen from the want 
of ſo great a Number of their Repreſentatives, if any thing of moment ſhould be concluded be- 
fore it bad been ſuppled , having governed our Attions all along with ſuch careful reſpeR to the 
Eaſe of our Subjefts ;, We at the Meeting of our Parliament in February 167 2, expeRedfrom 
them ſome. ſuitable, Expreſſions of their Senſe of our Favours ; but quite contrary found our ſelves 
alarm'd with clamorous Complaints from ſeveral Cabals agarnſt all* our Proceedings , frighting 
mauy of . our good SubjeAs into ſtrange conceits of what they muſt look for, by their ſeditrous and? 
falſe ConftruSions of what we bad ſo cendidly and ſincerely dene for their Good, and ſurpriſed with 
4 Vate of eur: Houſe of Commons, ag 4inft our Writs of Eletions, which we intended for their» 
Satisfaftions, againſt meny preſidents of ours, or without any colour of Law of their fide, deny* 
ing our power to Iſſue out ſuch Writs, addreſſing to us to Iſſue out others : Which we conſented. 
20 do at their requeſt, chooſing rather to yield to our Subjets in that Point, than to be forced to 
Submit - to-cur Enemies in others; hoping that our Parliament being ſenſibly touched with that 
our extraordinary Condeſcention, would go on to conſider the public Concern of the Kjug dom, with- 
out: any fuather 10 do: . But we found amather uſe made of" our eafie Compliance, which ſerved to»

encourage then to ah, mort, | 
Comſciences Arraigned, woted Illegal , thaugh we cannot to thu day underſtand the Conſiſtences 
of -that Vate, with our undoubted Supremacy in all Ecclefia#tics, recognizing by ſo mary Afr of 
Parliament, and requiredto be Sworn to by all our Subjetts, and Addreſſes made to us one after 
another to recal it, which we condeſcended to alſo ;, from bence they proceeded to us to weaken 
our felf in an aftual War, and to render many of 'our SubjeFts of whoſe Loyalty and Ability we were 
well ſatisfied , inoapable to ſerve us, when we wanted Office?s and Souldiers, and had reaſon to 
mvite ds many experienced Men as we could to Engage im our Arms, rather than to Incapacitate or 
Diſcourage any +, yet this alſo we gratified themr in, to gain their Aſſiſtance againſt our Enemies, 
who grew bigb by theſe our differences, rather than expoſe our Country to their Power and Fury; 
hoping that in time our People would be confounded to ſee our conceſſions, and be aſhamed of therr 
Errours in making ſuch demands: But finding the unfortunate Effefts of our Diviſions the 
following Summer, we found our Parliament more Extravagant at the next meeting than ever, 
Addreſſing to ws, to binder the Conſummation of our dear Brothers Marriage, \contrary to the Law 
of God, which forbideth any to ſeparate any, whom be hath joyned, againſt our Faith and Hq- 
nour engaged in the ſolemn Treaty, obſtinately perſiſiing im that Addreſi, after we bad acquainted 
them that the Marriage was then attually ratified, and that we had Atted in it by our Amballa- 
dour, /o that we were forced to ſeparate them for a while, hoping they would bethink themſelves 
better at their meeting in January, inſtead of being more moderate, or ready to conſider our 
wants towards the War ; they Voted as they had done before not to Aſſiſt uw ſtill, till their Re- 
ligion were effeFually ſecured againſt Popery, Aggreivence! redreſſed, and all obnoxiou Men 
removed from us, which we bad reaſon to take for an abſolute denyal of all Aid, conſidering the 
Indefiniteneſi of what was to proceed, end the Moral inffeſſivility of effe ing it in their Sences, for 
when will they ſay their Religion # effeiually ſecured from Popery if it were in Dangey 
then by reaſon of the inſolency of Papiſts, When our Houſe of Commors, which # made 1p 
of Members from every corner of our Kingdom, with invitations publicly poſted up to all Men to 
accuſe them, has not yet in ſo many years as they bave complained of them, been able 10 Charge 
one ſongle Member of that Communzon, . with ſo much a « Miſdemeanor, or what ſecurity cuild. 
they poſſibly expe againſt that body of Men, or their Religion more than we had given them? 
Or how can we hope to live ſo perfeftly, that Study and Pains may not make a colleftion of Grie= 
Dances, as conſiderable as that which was lately preſented th us,than which we cou'd not have wyſhed 
for a better Vindication of our Government ; or when ſhall we be ſure that all thnoxious Men 
are removed from us, when common Fame thinks fit to call them ſo; which # 10 every beay, 
without any proof ſufficient to render any Man obnoxiow, who s Popiſhly affefied, or any thing 
elſe that ill, though they bave never ſo often or lately complyed with their cron Teſts and 
Marks of Diſtinftion and Diſcriminations, finding our People thur unhappily diſordredÞ we (aw it 
impoſſible to proſecute the War any longer z, and therefore did by their advice make a Peace 1p0R 
ſuch conditions as we could get 5 hoping, that being gratified in that dariing Point, (hey would 
at leaſt have paid our Debts, and enabled wu to have built ſome Ships for the future /cuurity of © 
our Honour, and their own Properties ;, but they being tranſpo 101 with their ſucceſs im arkgng,

the yood Proteſtant Religion of our good Church, which its Enemies bad a mind to blemiſh, 
by fliding in ſlily thoſe danmab'e DoQrines, by ſuch an Authority as that of eur Parliament, into 
the prefeſſion «f our | Faith or Praftices, and to exprſe our trhole Religion to the Scorn and Re- 
proach of th:mſe/ves. and all the Wer'd:, we therefore theught it cur duty to be ſo watchſul as 
to prevent the enemy ſuring ſuch miſchievous Tares as theſe, m the wholeſom firld of cur Church of 
England, avd to guard the T'rſp:tred Spouſe of our Bleſſed Lord, from that foul Actnſatien, 
with which ſhe juſtly charges other Churches, of teaching their Children Loya'ty, with ſo many 
Reſerves and Conditions, that they ſhall never mant a DiſtinAion ta juſtify Rebellion, nor a Text 
of Scripture, as good as Curſe: ye Merc Z* to encoun ane them to be Traitors ;, whereas our t1ts'y 
refermed Church knows no ſuch Subti/ties,, but teaches according to the ſimplicity of Chriſtianity, 
to ſubmit t1 every Ordinance -of Min for Gods ſake, according to the natural Signification of the 
Wards without E juvocation or Artificial Turns, In order-to which, having thought to dif- 
folve that body, which we have theſe many years ſo tenderly cheriſhed, and which we are ſure con- 
fiſts generally "of more Dutifu! and Leyal Members, we were forced to 'Prorogue our Par- 
l:iament til November next hopeing thereby to cure thoſe diſorders, which hive been ſown 
amongft "the beſt and Leojalles® by a few maliciow Incendiaries, But wut- 
derſtanding ſince that ſuch wh» have ſowed that ſeditious Seed, are as induftriouſly careful to water 
it 'by their Cabals and Emiſſaries, inſtrufed on purpoſe to Poiſon our People with diſcourſes in pub- 
lie Placer, in hopes of a great Crop'of Confuſiom, | their beloved Fruit the next Seſſion, we bave 
found it abſolutely neceſſary to diſſolve our Parliament, though with great ReluRancy and D- 
lence to our Inclination, but vemembring the Days of our Royal Father, and the progreſi of Af- 
fairs ther How from a cry azainſt ' Popery,' the People went on to- complam of Grienancez, 
and avainſt evil Councellours, and bu Majeſties Prerog ative ;, until they advanced into a formal 
Rebellion, which brought forth the moſt dire and fatal Effetts, that ever were yet beard of among 
any Men, Chriſtians, or others ; a d withal findiny ſo great' reſemblance between the Proceed- 
ings then and now, that they ſeem both broth of the ſime Brain," and being corfi m'd in that 
conceipt by obſerving the Attions of many now, who bad's great ſHare in the Manazement of the 
forme» Rebetlion, and their Atal for Religion, who by their Lives gives us #00 much reaſon to 
Saſpet they bave none at all wt thought it not ſafe to dally tr0 long, as our Royal Father aid with 
Submiſſions and Conde/centions, endeavourinz to cure Men infefted, without removing them from 
the Air where" they got tht Diſeaſe, and in which it- ſtill rages and encreafes daily ;"for fear of 
' wkeeting 175th ne becterſuccefi «gn be. found, in ſuffering his. Parliameus* to Challenge gy 
gi 36.7, ; I49 » 
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they had mee bing to do ri 0-aiÞ ba; " fond deſires of ſuch things as 
quickly d: flroy'd bath King and Countrey, Which mm 1s would be an intolerab'e Error, having been 
warn'd [0 lately by the moſt execrable Murther of our Rojal Pather , and the unhuman Uſage, 
which we cur ſelf m our Royal Perſon and Family have ſuffered, and our Loyal Subjets have en» 
dured by ſuch praftices ; and" leaſt rhs our great Cave of this eur Kingdoms quiet, and our own 
Bonour and ſafety ſhould, as cur beſt Aftions have hitherto"been, be. wreſted to ſome ſiniſter 
Sence, and Arguments be- made from it to ſcare our good People into any apprehenſions of an 
arbitrary Government, ether mm Church or State, we ds hereby ſo/emnly declare, and faithfully 
engage our Royal Word, toat we will in 1» caſe Eccleſiaftical or Ciul, violate or alter the 
known Laws of our K;ngdom, or invade any Mans property or liberty, withmt due courſe of Law, 
But that we will with our utmſt Endeavours, preſerve the true Proteſtant Reli2ion, and Redreſi 
all ſuch things as ſroal indifferently, and without Paſſim be judged Grievancgs Uy our next Par- 
liament ;, which we dv by G:ds b'eſſi ng intend to call before the end of February next. In the 
mean time we d» ſtritt'y Charge and Gommand all manner of Perſons whatſoever, to forbear to 
to talk ſeditrouſly, lightly or arreverent'y of our diſſolving the Parliament, of this our Declara- 
tion, or of our Pe:ſon or Government, as they will Anſwer it at their Perils; we being reſolv'd 
to Proſecute all Offendors in that kind, with the utmoſt Rigeur aud Severity of the Law, and to 
the end that ſuch- Licentious Perſons, if any ſhall be ſo Impudent and Olſtinate as to Diſo- 
bey this our Royal Command, may be detefted, and brought to due Puniſhment, we have Ordered 
eur L1d Treaſin er to makes ſpeed) Payment of twenty pounds to any Per{mm or Perſons, who ſha? 
diſcover or bring any ſuch Seditious, Sight or Irreverent Talker before any of our Principal Secre- 
ta'tes of State. 


There was another Letter that was ſent to Lachai/e, and that is as follows :

es Father $t. German has been ſo kind to me, as to recomend me to your Reverence ſo ad- 
vantapionfly, as to encourage you to accept of my Correſpondency ; I will own to him, that 
he has done me a Favour without Conſulting me, greater then I could have been capable of if 
he bad adviſed with me ; becauſe T'cruld not then have had the Confidence to have permitted him 
to ark, 3t on my bthalf. And IT amſo ſenſible of the Honcur y04 are pleaſed to ds me, that thougb 
T cannot deſerve it.yet to ſhew at leaſt the ſenſe T have of it I will deal as freely and openly with 
Yeu thu firſt time; arsf I bad had the Honour of your Acquaintanee all my life ; and ſhall make 
no Apology fr fo ding, but only tell you that I know your Charafter perfett'y well, though I am 
not ſo happy #s- to kn: your Perſon ; and that I have an Opportunity of putting thu Letter into 
the hands of Father St. German's N-phew ( for whoſe Integrity and Prudence be has. undertaken) 
without any fort of hazard. 

Iu order then Sir to the plainneſs T profeſ?, I will tell you what has formerly paſied betmeen your Re- 
verence's Predeceſſor, Fither Ferryer and myſelf” About thiee year: ago, when the King my Ma- 
fer ſent a Troop of Horſe Guards into bis moſt Chriſttan Majeſties Service , under the Command.of 
my Lard Durraſs ; he ſent with it an Officer called Sir William Throckmorton, with whom 
I had a particular Intimacy, and who had then very verwly embrac*d the C atholick, Religion * Ta bim 
did 1 conftantly Write, and by hin» addveſi my ſelf to Father Ferryer. The faſt thi ng of great Im- 
portance J preſum d to offer him, not td Woub/e'you with leſſer matters, 6 what paſied here before, 
aud ynumediat'y after the Eazal, Revocation of the Kings Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, (te 
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would be in at our next Seſſions of Parliament, which was >" to be in October following ;, at which 
' I plainly foreſaw that the King my Maſter would be forced to ſomething in prejudice to his Allyance 
with France, which I ſaw ſo evidently and particular[y that we ſhould make Peace with Holland, 
that I wy'd all the Arguments T could, which to me were Demonſtrations, to convince your Court uf 
that Miſchief ;, and preſs d all T could to perſwadg hus meſt Chriſtian Majeſty ro uſe his urmaſt en- 
deavour to prevent that Seſſion of our Parliament, and propoſed Expedients bow to do it: But I was 
anſwered ſo often and ſo poſitively that his meſiChriſtian Majeſty was ſo well aſſured by bi:Embaſſa- 
dor bere, our Embaſſador there, the Lord Arlington, and even the King bimſelf +. that he had no 
ſuch apprebenſions at all,but was fully ſatisfied of the contrary, end lookt upon what I offered as « very 
zealous miſtake,thatIras forced to give over arguing,thougb not believing as I did + but confidently 
appealed'to-time and Succeſs to prove who tock their meaſures righteſt. When it happened what 1 
foreſaw came to paſs, the good Father was a little ſuprized, to ſee all the great men miſtaken, and 
« little one in the right;, and was pleaſed by Sir William Throckmorton to defire the continuance 
of my correſpoudence, which I was mighty willing to comply with, knowing .the Intereſt of our 
King ,and in a more particular manner of my more immediate Maſter the Duke and bu moftChriſtr- 
| an Majeſty, to be ſo inſeparably united,that mm was impoſſible to droids them, goithout deſtreying them 
all pon thu Iſhewed that our Parliament in the circumſtances it was menaged,by the timerous Cone 
cels of our Miniſters,vho then governed, would never be uſcfid either r0 England, France,or Catholick 
Religion, but that we ſhould a certainly be forced from our Neutrality at their next meeting, «« we 
bad been from our Aftive Alliance withFrance the laſt Tear :That @ Peace in the Circumſtances we 
were in-was much more to be deſired than the continuance of the'Var and that the Diſſolut;on of our 
Parliament would certainly procure a Peace,for that the Confederates did more depend upon the power 
they had im our Parliament, then upon any thing elſe im the World ;, and were more encouraged from 
them to the continuing of the War :, ſo that if they were Diſſelved, their meaſures would be all 
broken and they conſequently in a manner neceſſitated to a Peace. 

The good Father minding thu Diſcourſe ſomewhat more then the Court of France thought fit #0 
do my fer mer +, urg d it ſo bome to the King,that by Majeſty was pleaſed to give bim Orders to fig- 
mify to by R H my Maſter,that bu Majeſty was fully ſatfyed of bu RH's goad intention towards bim, 
and that be eftcemed both their intere#tt but as one and the ſame ;, that my Lord Arlir gton and the 
Parliament were both to be looks upon as very unuſeful to their intereft:Thaet if bis R Havould endeavour 
#0 diſſolve this Parliament, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty would aſſiſt bim with bis Power and Purſe, ro 

heave 4 new one «« ſhould be for their purpoſe. This,and « great many more expreſſions of hindnefi and 
confidence FatherFerryer tas pleaſed to communieate to Sir William Throckmorton and Com- 
mended them to ſend them to bis RH. and withal to beg bis R, H. t propoſe to bis moſt Chriſtian 
Majefty,what he thought neceſſary for bis own concern, and the advantage of Religion, and bs Ma- 
jefly would certainly do all he could to advance both or either of them. Thi; Sir William Thorck- 
morton ſent to me by an Expreſioho left Paris the 2.d of June 1674. Stilo novo : I ne ſooner 
had it bus I communicated it to bis RH. To which bis RH. commanded me to anſiwer,as I did on 
the __ of the ſame month: That his R.H. waz very ſenſible of bis maſt Chriſtian Mayeſties friend- 
ſhip, and that be would labour to cultivate it with oll the good Office: be was capable of doing foy 
bis Majeſty >, that be was fully convinced that their Intarefts were bath one, that my Lord Arlington 
and the Parliament were not only unuſeful, but very dangerous both to England and France; Thee 
therefore it was neceſſary that they ſhould do all they could te Difbolve i1. And that bis R. H's. opts 
 #ion was, that if by moſt Chriſtian Mejefty mould Write his thoug bus freely to the King Fog: 
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bkament, which be bad made to bis RH. to call another, be did believe it very poſſible for bim to 
ſaxceed with the affiftance we ſhould be able to yive him bere;" and that if thu Parliament were 
Diſſolved, there would be no great difficulty of getting 4 new oxe, which would be more uſeful : The 
itutihn of our Parliaments being ſuch, that a new one can never bart the Crown, nor an old 
do it good. 

His zh being pleaſed to own theſe propoſitions, which were but only general, I thought it rea- 
ſmable to be mare particular, and come cloſer to the point, we might go the fafter about the work, and 
come to ſome iſſue before the tire was too far ſpent. 

I laid this for my Maxim: the Diſſolution of our P artsament will certainly precure 4 Pagee : 
which propoſition was granted by every Body I Converſed withal, even with Monſieur Rouvigny him- 
ſelf, with whom I took liberty of diſtonrſing ſo far, but durſt not ſay any thing of the Inteligence 
F bad with Father Ferryer. Next ; that a Sum of Money certain, would cert ainly procure 
4 Diſſolution ;, this ſome doubted, but I am ſure I never did; for Ihew perfefth well that the 
King bad frequent Diſputes with himſelf at that time, whether be ſhould diſſolve or conginus 
them ;, and he ſeveral times declared that the Arguments were ſo ftrong on both fidet, that be cond 
not tell ro whuch to incline, but was carried at laſt to the continuance of them by this one Argument : 
If F try them once more, they- may poſſibly'give me Money ;, If they do, I have gain d my point : 
If they do not, I cen diſſolve them. then, and be where I am now ; ſo that I have « poſſibilsty at 
leaft of getving Money for their Continuance, ' ag ainft nothing on the other fide : But if we could 
have turned this Argument, and ſaid ; Sir, their Diſſolution will certainly procure you Money, 
when you have only a bart "yoſſibility of getting any by their Continuence, and have ſhewn + 
how far that bare poſſibility was from being a foundation to build any reaſonable hope upon, 
which 1 am ſure his Majeſty was ſenſible of ,, and bow much 300000 |. ſter]. certain (which 
was the Surn we propor d) was better than « bare poſſibility, (without any reaſon to boge that that 
could ever be compaſſed) of having ha'f ſo much more (which was the moſt he deſugn'd to ah) 
upon ſuch vile d;iſhomourable terms; and a thouſand other hazards,which be had greatreaſon to be afraid 
of If It we bad had'power to have argued this,I am moſt confidently aſiured we could have compaſſed 
it, for Logick in our Court built upon Maney, bas more powerful Charms, then any other fort of rea- 
ſening. But to ſecure his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty from any hazard, as to that point I proper d his 
Majeſty ſhould offer that ſum upon that condition, and if the condition were noe perfomed, the Money 
ſhould never be due, if it were, and that 4 Peace would certainly follow thereupon, (which no Body -
